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PROJECT DESCRIPTION

Southern California Gas Company proposes to relocate, and then hydrostatically test,
two gas pipelines with municipal water. The Line 2000 is a 26-inch diameter, 2,000 foot
pipeline, and the Line 30-02 is a 16-inch diameter, 2,000 foot pipeline.

VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE

Up to 50,250 gallons of test water will be discharged into the storm drain. The discharge
to the storm drain (Latitude: 33° 57' 00"N, Longitude: 118° 03' 56.8"W) flows into the San
Gabriel River, a water of the United States. The facility location is shown on Figure 1,
attached.

FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE
Discharge will occur one time.
REUSE OF WATER

This is a one time discharge of hydrostatic test water, and due to the short duration of
the project, there is no feasible reuse option for the water at the site.
